Hesultfi of the recent Daily poll show that of the students 
answering the poll only 11 per cent, do not read the editorials, 
■while 73 per cent, favour discussion in the editorial columns of 
off-campus topics. 85.8 per cent, felt tliat the Daily should carry 
publicity for campus clubs. Political Comment was voted the most 
popular column, with "The Owl" only one vote behind. •

Criticiims Vsrird 

Criticisms of the Dally varied 
from "a damn good paper" to "a 
spineleu rag." One student bewailed 
the lack of ski columns, while sev- 
eral demanded more }okes. The 
•niwers to the question "should the 
Daily take a partisan stand on topics 
of current interest?" showed a 
marked difference of opinion; 51.1 
per cent, lelt H should, with 40.9 
per cent saying no. 

43.B per cent, of the ballolers felt 
that the front page was good, 44.6 
ptr cent, called It indifferent, and 

12.6 per cent described it as bad. 
58.40 per cent stated that they 
thought there was news on the front 
page, and 71.2 per cent, said they 
looked at the ads. . 
66 Per Cent. Say Dally Unprejudiced 

40 per cent, of the students felt 
that the Dally was prejudiced, with 
00 per cent, describing it as unpre- 
judiced. 62.8 per cent, of the voters 
looked at the military time-tables, 
36.3 per cent "sometimes," and 9 
per cent.' not at all. 

The sports page was described by 
70.3 per cent, as covering the sports 
news "adequately'," with only 1 per 
cent, saying "sometimes." 79.0 per

Tho. committee of the ISS has annoimccd the final fcsults of 
the campaign held recently here at McGill. The total sum achieved 
from McGill students was $663.50, and with an additional $100 
from W. M. Birks, the total was brought up to S773.50. 

Leading all along In the cam-0 
paign were the students of Theo 
logy u'ho achieved 142% of their 
objective. They collected $71.00 
from 40 students, whereas their ob' 
jectlvc was $30.00. The School for 
Teachers also oversubscribed their 
objective, . achieving 100.4% of 
their $25.00 objective. 

Arts and Science Faculties com' 
bined their quotas with that of 
R.V.C. because last Thursday the 
girls of the Red Cross Corps can- 
vassed both the men and women in 
the Arts Building, and collected in 
all $130.00. This brought the total 
of H.V.C., Arts and Science up to 
$275.42, while the Engineers' brought 
forth $144.18. The results from the 
Faculty of Medicine to date arc at 
least $100.00, but the complete re- 
turns arc not yet in, as the Med 
students durted canvassing late, 
owing to exams. There are. still 
some individual contributions to 
come in.

The guest speaker at next Tues- 
day night's meeting of the Litera- 
ture Society will be A. M. Klein, 
Internationally famous Jewish poet. 
Mr. Klein will give a short talk, 
presenting his ideas on modem 
poetry, and will afterwards lead a 
discussion on the subject The meet- 
ing, which will be held at the home 
of Theo Mayer, 580 Cote St. An- 
toine Rd., will begin at 8:15 p.m. 

Mr. Klein, who was hailed by 
Ludvig Lewisohn as "the first Jew 
to contribute authentic poetry to 
the literatures of English speech", 
is a Montreal lawyer, graduate of 
McGill. He is . prominent among 
Zionist circles in Canada, and is 
editor of "Canadian Jewish Chron- 
icle". A volume of his collectca 
verse, "Hath Not A Jew", was pub- 
lished in.

Prof. Koht Tells How 
Norway Tried to Avoid 
War in 1940 Europe 

Speaking on "How Norway Tried 
to Avoid War," Dr. Koht began his 
lecture in Moyse Hall last night 
with 'a. brief sketch of the failure 
of the League of Nations to secure 
safety for tho smaller countries of 
Europe. 

'That this was the case,' he said, 
Vas not the result ot failure of the 
small' . countries to support the 
League, but was the consequence 
of the fact that the great powers 
would not agree among themselves 
to take any decisive action against 
the aggression of Japan and Italy, 
and, later on, of Germany. 

Norway found herself involved 
first of all in the problem of the 
war between Finlagd and Russia, 
Dr. Koht continued. Here she strove 
to maintain the strictest neutrality.

U you had happened to be passing a certain

IN REPLY TO SCHALIT. 

The Editor, McGiU Daily. 

Sir:— Perhaps you arc aware that 
Mr. E. E. Schalit appeared in the 
McGill Daily a few days ago with 
a short story entiUed "Tanned War 
Aims." If Mr. Schalit is available 
for criticism (I fear he may be off 
on one ot his mysterious voyages) 
thcro may be some interest in mak- 
ing a few remarks upon his tale, 
perhaps with even a Jot of : utility. 

Mr. Schalit's latest story certain- 
ly shows considerable advance over 
some which he has printed in the 
McGill Daily during the last term. 
But the plot of this new story, un- 
fortunately, like that ot most un 
acclaimed writei^^simply "is not" 
We find in A^Schallt's story a cer- 
tain ponderous development, an at 
mosphere-making, which carries us 
through (or which we bear) through 
one halt ot this narrative, and which 
culminates , in a very philosophical 
and even billowji^^nionalogue by 
one of the characten, lasting to the 
very bitter end. plainly, then, 
there is not even the suggestion of 
a satisfactory plot Certainty no 
"catharsis" ot any sort Obviously, 
that is not the purpose with which 
the writer goes to work. 

The heavy movement ot the story, 
almost like the flow of thick syrup, 
is in itself perhaps unsuitable "for 
so short a tale. Joseph Conrad may 
begin a long short-story somewhat 
In- this vein; but It Is a long, story, 
really a novel. The reader Is held 
in suspense, anxious to know what 
this heavy mystery Is about, what 
awful and unforgettable tragedy 
occurred on "that ship." or what 
lightning and thunders' held so long 
will finally break forth from the 
gathering clouds. We have no such 
purposetulness^ In Mr. Schalit's 
atory. ItUstttW/ thick stump of a 
tree; andMSe^tree itself, I fear, 
would have been a gross and mis 
shapen monster. 

The deadly sUlement has been 
made ot Mr. Schalit that he "writes 
for himself. I cannot for a moment 
believe this .with any seriousness; 
but some siich notion has defin- 
itely taken a tragic hold of several 
great academies in the modem lit 
erary world— those who '-claim that 
"I write lor MYSELF" ~ and a 
warning, by way ot hygiene, against 
such a view is always In place. 

In pure logic, I am tempted to 
say to any poet or prose witer that 
if he "writes for himself his fin- 
ished work is moat suitably allo- 
cated in his ^pwnf desk drawer or 
waste-paper ' basket' There is no 
need for print. Nothing is inlonded 
for the reading public. 

Following this thought, consider 
the wasted labour which printing 
such literature must involve. Think 
of the typesetter straining his eyes 
for hours upon hours on the words 
of a book which the author wrote 
"only for himself." Think of the 
log rollers, and the paper makers, 
the load carriers, and the roasting 
and sweating steel labourers; the 
thousands of men who have added 
a kink to their back in order to 
produce the book "written for my- 
self!" If there is the slightest trace 
ot this in any of us, let us rub it 
out with ' alcohol and "morallc 
acid"— this is the right use of it 

Computing, similarly, that the 
McGill' Daily costs the students of 
McGill some fSO.OO to publish a 
single issue, we find that each page 
is paid for at the price of $7.50. 
Consider page two, in this light A 
fair estimate would be about SO 
cents for the two editorials and two 
Jokes (ten cents each poke, thirty 
cents for ed{torials); which leaves 
$7.00 for the literary work on the 
feature page. Is every writer fully 
aware of what he and bis fellow- 
students pay to hai^{l^,work 
printed? Potentially, ' hero, is a 
great field ot expression open to 
him, a great privilege granted to 
make use of the printed page. Po-. 
tentlally, this open forum available 
to a university ought to produce a 
score ot excelle^it, new, young 
writers, philosophers, and scientific 
minds. ' The paper ought to be fill- 
ed, with thé clash ot opinion and 
brilliant discourse. Why, then, does 
it fall to do so? There are worlds 
to conquer, yet everyone stays at 
home. 

I am, ot course, off the road and 
into the .fields with thU digression, 
and I therefore add only a closing 
comment on, Mr. Schalit There 
ought to be an , echo in many a read- 
er's mind (let us hope, not an effect 
of hoUowness) Mihet^ our writer 
suggests a reaction against the in- 
creasing complexiUux ot our age, 
and a complete, revolutionary re- 
turn to utter simplicity, the bare 
and wholesome elements of life. 
This healthy intuition of the ex- 
tent ot our social rot ù an excel- 
lent aiga, and very inspiring. I can 
(Stflyi^wish that Mr. Schalit would 
«iil^refs K not ao mudi with the 
purpose ot expreislni,.as with the 
purpose of eoayleUg ^ifev -v'.

ProL Koht Tells How Norway 
Tried to Avoid War

Many of her citizens sent aid and 
material to Finland, -but this, he 
claimed, was purely a private ven- 
ture. Norway was all the more able 
to maintain this attitude of neutral- 
ity because she had never had the 
suspicion and distrust of Russia that 
Sweden had long possessed. 

The real and finaljproblém;^ald 
Dr. KoW. came whén"tîîl?""'AUies 
requested permission to send troops 
across Norway to the aid of Fin- 
land. Norv.-ay had long allowed 
them to send supplies, but sending 
troops would be a clear breach of 
her neutrality. Consequently, she 
was forced to refuse. Anyway, Dr. 
Koht asserted, it would have been 
of no avail because on the very 
day the proposal was considered, 
Finland made peace with Russia. 

When the Germans invaded Nor 
way, they found a brief record of 
the Cabinet Council that had dis 
cussed this matter, and in it they 
saw that Dr. Koht had declared 
that, above alt, Norway must not 
go to war on the wrong side. Von 
Ribbentrop interpreted this as 
meaning "against Germany" and 
put this document forward as one 
of the reasons to justify 'the inva' 
si on, 

Norway's neutrality had often 
been violated by both sides, he 
stated, during the months preceding 
Germany's invasion. Norway had 
protested but had been strictly 
careful not to provide any excuse 
for war. 

When Germany invaded Norway, 
she expected no resistance at aU. 
The German Minister told Koht this 
himself. There was a feeling among 
the Norwegian people that Norway 
had done everything she could to 
keep a peace that made their united 
resistance possible, and that reals 
tance of two long months did much 
to delay Germany's attack on the 
rest of Europe.

mained open as if the eyelashes had been fixed 
by nails. That Yehoshafat remembered very 
well, the eyes. The rest he could not dis- 
tinguish. . Their skin was as black as the rags 
they wore. Here and there the flesh was slit 
and raw, red tissue stared at the world from 
within. There was no visible human will left 
in these people They just gazed skyward as 
If in prayer. And Yehoshafat theniasjlf .felt 
the biting cold night of the Medtenancan 
penetrating through his bones and its hot salty 
day burning into his skin. What these people, 
unprotected by wind and sun, packed like 
sardines, had suffered was beyond human en- 
durance. 

The small fishing boat then approached the 
shore. It stopped In a foot or so of water in 
fear of remaining stuck In the soft sand. The 
dozen people, men, bearded, women with babies 
in their arms, and children with swollen bellies 
started coming off the boat. They rolled Into 
the water, mechanically, and then crawled, 
with a strength unmatched, until they reached 
the white sand. T.io first to reach It was a 
young Jew, not more than twenty years old. 

a handful of sand and brought it 



to his lips. He kissed it and then bit into it 
while tears streamed down his cheeks and- 
made deep grooves in the dirt that covered 
them. The rest followed him. Some had the 
strength to grab a handful of the moist sand, 
others just kissed it, the soil of their fore- 
fathers. And the salty tears of these men who 
had reached shore after two - thousand years 
mixed with the salty waters of the Mediter- 
ranean. 

Yehoshafat and two of his friends dragged 
them further up, to -the dry sand, to lie as 
motionless as their shipmates who had already 
reached shore, gazing with open eyes at^ the 
deep blue sky as if in prayer. 

But that was not what struck the Macca- 
bcan with being so unusual. Along the entire 
coast, day after' day, night after i\Ight, these 
scenes repeated themselves. He had seen them 
before. No, that wasn't it. It was while drag- 
ging the last dozen up to the dry sand that he 
suddenly found himself holding a fellow his 
age, bearded as the rest of them but very 
faniiliar. He realized the implication of this 
but said nothing. Months later, in a cafe in 
Tel Aviv, he saw Yirmlyahoo again, clean 
shaven, cool and smiling as he had been when 
they had attended school together In Haifa, 
years before. Yehoshafat learned that this 
childhood friend of his -had piloted the unfor- 
tunate Greek schooner. The privations were 



of little significance. They were a part of daily 
living but Yehoshafat then learned the value 
of discipline. Yirmlyahoo had suffered with 
the rest not- divulging his identity. He went 
with them into internment and after innumer- 
able negotiations in London and Jerusalem the 
returnees' freedom was gained and he released 
with then). There had been no guarantee for 
their release, n»ny others had been sent back 
to sea. Had hc.dlvulged his identity he would 
have been imprisoned for criminal offence but 
within his own rights as a native of the land. 
There would have been no question of depor- 
tation. 

And then, public opinion would have come 
to Yirmiyahoo's help. Yehoshafat knew that. 
Giving himself up ho could have become a 
national hero but virtue of the International 
issue which would have crystallzed out of it. 
But Yirmlyahoo chose not to Uke so much re- 
sponsibility into his. own hands, but strictly 
followed orders. 

Yehoshafat admired the fellow^ and could 
not but draw a parallel between his friend's 
position then and his own position now. The 
dark Eastern night no more challenged him as 
it had done before and the young Jewish war- 
rior's blood no more boiled at the sound of the 
Mediterranean's war-drums calling relentlessly 
for action. , A two thousand year old past had 
overpowered him.'. ,
